President's Report. 
a Annual report of Rev. S. S. Waltz, President of Synod of Kan- 


Bevovep Breruren : Through the kind care of our Heavenly Father we 

have lived and labored another Synodical year, and are to-day gathered in our 

. Fourteenth Annual Convention. As we separated a year ago in Lawrence, 
going out to our appointed toils, the most cheering thought was the promise of 
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our divine Lord: “I am with you alway.” That promise has been fulfilled to 
usall. In our prosperities the Lord has been our rejoicing, and in our sorrows 
he has been our solace. 


~The past year has brought but few important changes in our work. It is a 


hopeful sign that, whilst we have not been reinforced by many — we 
have lost an unusually smal! number, 

It argues well when, in such an unsettled condition as is Western society, 
our churches and pastors begin to practice the spirit and economy of our 
Church in a permanent ministry. 

Recently I wrote to all our pastors, inquiring of their work and prospects. 
The replies show how, everywhere and always, the lights and shadows are in. 
termingled in our Christian work. Some are hopeful ; some despondent. In 
the main, however, the reports indicate a fair degree of prosperity. 

I herewith submit a report of my official acts and items of interest gathered 
from our Synodical field. 

CALLS ACCEPTED. 

February ist, Rev. T. F. Dornblaser took charge of the church at Topeka. 
Though long vacant, he found much vitality remaining, and is hopeful for the 
future. 

April 6th, Rev, W. I. Cutter was installed as pastor of the Atchison church 
by the President of Synod. He writes me recently that he has entirely relin- 
quished his.country work, removed to Atchison, and is devoting his entire time 
to that important field. 

Rev. B. F, Grenoble, a licentiate of the East Ohio Synod, accepted a call to 
the churches of Pleasant Valley and Hiawatha, in Dickinson county, and began 
his work June rst. He will apply for ordination at this meeting, and the 
charge for admission»into the Synod. 


VACANCIES. 


Peabody is vacant. Earnest efforts are being made to secure such a pastor as 
the wants of the field demand, A faithful people will there be found, ready 
to receive and co-operate with the man who, in God's providence, may be 
cilled to the work. 

Elisworth is vacant. Associated with neighboring points, in which our peo- 
ple live, this may become a hopeful field. 

The congregations at Eureka, Americus, Halstead, Delight, and Valley Falls 
are yet vacant. 

P Owing to the fact that the office of State Missionary has been vacant, the 
points at which congregations were organized by our former efficient mission- 
ary have remained undeveloped, and are yet vacant. Some are anxiously wait- 
ing such action as will secure them pastors. The field is so large, and the labor 
of every pastor so great in his own field, that this aggressive work of supplying 
and organizing congregations cannot be done by them. We congratulate the 
Synod that the Board of Home Missions has adopted the policy of a Western 
Secretary. By him will these vacant charges, and the yet many hopeful places 
not organized, receive the personal attention without which success is impossible. 
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| NEW CONGREGATIONS. 


Hardy, Nebraska, and Republic City, Kansas: Congregations have been or. 
ganized at these points, and will apply for admission into our Synod at this 
meeting. They will be in charge of Rev. Angus Lowe, by whom they were 
organized. | 

NEW BUILDINGS, 


During the year there have been, and are being erected, new churches and 
, a8 follows ; 

Bunker Hill.—By the liberality and self-sacrifice of this people, the beauti- 
ful chutch in which we meet to-day has been erected. It is a monument of 
what a faithful, church-loving people can do, when led by a true, efficient pas- 
tor. Itis now completed, and will be dedicated to the service of our God next 
Sabbath morning. | 

Salina.—The new church at this city is begun under auspicious circumstan- 
ces, and will be rapidly pushed to completion. 

Marguette,—Our Swedish brethren at this place have their new church far 
on the way, and hope to complete and dedicate it at an early day. When done 
it will bear in every part the marks of a truly liberal, churchly people. 
people of this church have also built a very neat parsonage during the synodi- 
cal year—all free from debt.

Your President took the liberty of assuring them their request would 
be granted. 

Dr, J. E. Herbst, our efficient Treasurer, removed from our bounds during 


the year. He sent me a complete report of his official work, with receipts, 


vouchers, etc., which will be placed " the hands of the proper committee for 


auditing.

SYNOD OF KANSAS AND ADJACENT STATES. 


With the exception of Dr. J..E. Herbst, all the delegates from the Synod of 
Kansas were present, We report with pleasure the manifest interest of the 
Convention in everything that concerns the spread of Lutheranism throughout 
the great West. Once or twice during the Convention a slight appearance of 
sectionalism manifested itself, but was promptly dispelled by the more generous 
sentiment that the interests of our church, east and west, are one and the same, 
and sectionalism therefore impossible. 

As will be seen from the Minutes of Synod, the various departments of 
Church work in our denomination were never in so satisfactory and flourishing 
a condition as at the present time. 

The Board of Home Missions, of Foreign Missions, of Church Extension, 
and of Publication, each received a vote of thanks, which, beyond all duubt, 
was justly due. 

It was resolved that the amount of $25,000 for Home Missions, and $15 000 
for Church Extension be raised annually. A fair proportion of these amounts 
will be assessed upon this Synod, and no doubt will be cheerfully met. 

Probably the most gratifying result of the meeting to the Lutheran Church of 
the West, is the appointment of a Western Secretary, who will soon be in our 
midst.
